Of Inter- Varsity Federation

Student authorities in t;arious Canadian universities- havs /or 
the past /cut- months been dcliberafino and discussing the revival o/ 
of the National Federation oj Canadian l/nluersili/ Students. This 
organisation; known as the N.F,C.U.S., suspended activity in 1940. 

The movement /or reinstatement of the Federation was initiated 
by Bob EXlia, President of the Students' Vnton of the t/nit;ersitv of 
Saskatchewan.. Correspondence with McGill, Toronto, U.B.C., and 
other uniticrsities indicated widespread interest in the possibilities 
of rcinstaf ido the former organisation or o/iormlnsra new represent- 
ative national students' council. 

Opinion has fended to /ai;or reoroanisation of the defunct bod\i, 
and at least eight universities hove manifested their tijllltripncss to 
send representatives to a proposed conference planned for the 
Clirislnws holidays at London, Ontario, The dcsirobillty of dctcrmln- 
in|7 student interest at AfcGtK in these plans by means of a Stu- 
dents' Socict]/ meeting has been suggested. 

ORIGIN 

The N.F.C.U.S, came into existence as the result of a conference 
held in Montreal in December, 1026, attended by student delegates 
from most of the Catuidian universities. Its constitution embodied 
as its object "to promote in every way possible a. better understand- 
ing anions all students; a greater degree of co-operation between 
all Canadian Universities for the promotion of national interests 
and to provide a means for developing tntcrnationot relotionshtps 
with student croups in other countries." 

ftfcmbersliip was open to the students* orpanizations of all Can- 
anadian universities, and special provision was made for extension 
of membership In certain circumstances. Administration toas carried 
on by one representative of the Students' Council or similar body 
of each member university. From this group a nationol executive 
was elected. 

PRE-WAR ACTIVmES 

The activities ond accomplishments of this body were in line 
with student interest in the prc-u>or period. The extensive debat- 
ing tours supported and subsidized by the N,F.C.U.S. were one of its 
important features; it realised considerabte success in sending a de- 
bating team to Great Britain in 1937. 

The "Exchange Scholarships" which the N.F.C,V.S. sponsored 
were continued from 1034 until 1940. The object of this plan was to 
permit,"spcciajly selected students" to transfer for one year of their 
course to a university, in order to benefit from colleoe environment 
in a di//erent part of Canada ond from courses offered in particutor 
subjects by the /acuities of other universities.

Silicon Hydrides Paper 
Read by Researcher 
Before Student CIC 

'Some Derivatives of the Sihcon 
Hydrides" was the title of the paper 
read by Dr. A. G. Maddock before 
an open meeting of the McGill 
Student Chapter of the Canadian 
Institute of Chemistry last evening. 

Dr. Maddock is at present en- 
gaged in essenti.il war research 
with the National Research Council 
of Canada. During the course of 
his paper, he discussed many of the 
practical and theoretical aspects of 
the chemistry of the Silancs. 

About six years ago, said Dr. 
Maddock, many leading scientists 
were convinced that the Silicon 
Hydrides would never be of any 
but theoretical importance. Since 
that time, however, many patents 
have been taken out in Russia, 
Germany and America covering 
the use of polymeric Silicon Hy- 
drides as plastics and coating ma- 
terials. These polymers have unu- 
sually good heat and chemical re- 
sistant properties. 

"For the theoretical chemist, 
there is a very interesting field of 
study in the Silicon Hydrides." 
stated Dr. Maddock. There arc 
many interesting analogies which 
can be drawn between the chem- 
istry of the Silanes and the chem- 
istry of the Paraffin Hydrocarbons. 
The main difficulty in carrying out 
research in thjs field, however, lies 
in the explosability of the mixtures 
of these compounds with o.Nygen. 
This necessitates the use of very 
specialized techniques and highly 
evacuated apparatus.

In 1042, fiiy.s t!ic Idlest Canada Yonr Book, 
in a di.scii£iion of cooperative.'-, tiic stiuknts at 
the University of Toronto, Queen's University 
and tlic University of Britiîii Columbia oper- 
ated cooperative residences. In tlic summer of 
1942, tliough the Year Book may have missed 
it, was begun tlie McGill University Coopera- 
tive Residence, to house some 14 students at 
low cost on H service-type basis. 

It took a h\t of doing to pet n 14-mnn Iiouec 
started without capital beyond what the stu- 
dent-founders were able to put up; such students 
wouldn't exactly be expected to have plenty to 
spare. Somehow, by selling ten-dollar shares, 
by leasing a former fraternity house from' the 
University, by signing up fourteen men for a 
year's room and board, by borrowing bcris and 
desks from United Theological College (at that 
time taken over by the R.C.A.F.), the residence 
wa.s launched. 

During the first year, almost the sole aim 
of the residents was to prove that the organiza- 
tion could pay its way. This was accomplished, 
though the boys had to forego all the comforts 
one would ordinarily expert to find in n student 
residdice. Each of the mcmbrrs, by nRrccmcnt, 
had (and still has) to do half-an-hour's work 
a day towards the upkeep and cleanliness of 
the house, including all the incidentals involved 
in preparing breakfast, and washing dishes. 

.■Vt the beginning of the second year it was 
realized that dividends must be to a large ex- 
tent eschewed in favor of the establishment 
of capital assets such as furniture. For such 
a cooperative residence could not be expected 
to continue for long, if all the beds and desks 
and chairs were liable to be suddenly whiskc<l 
away. A savings account was therefore started 
in order to provide, eventually, n furniture fund. 
This account, de.-pitc the inioa(!.s made upon 
the expected profit of the seront! year by u 
meager summer, has been maintained. 

Now well into its third year, the University 
Cooperative Residence shows every evidence of 
continuing in the solid tradition established 
for it; if .«urh a youthful entcrpri.-e can yet 
be said to have a tradition. That it will face 
difficulties until the day it owns everything 
necessary for such a residence is undoubted; 
some large capital outlay may eventually be- 
come imperative to its survival. It would he 
a shame if this beneficial undertaking were to 
be discontinued, after all the spirit and work 
put into it.

Gestalt Psychology 

\Vhen you hear a melody that grips you and won't 
leave off recurring in your mind, is it the individual 
notes that you think of, or is it the time as a whole 
that appeals to you? Thif is a pretty obvious ques- 
tion, yet when carried over to the field ot human 
beings, tho (osson of the ear is not remembered. 

^Vhen you look at a painting do you pick out 
each individual colour or do you look at the paint- 
ing as a whole? Yet the lesson of the eye Is again 
neglected when it comes to dealing with people. 
For example, in our history we take men ot great- 
ness as bcinc more important than the society which 
produced them thus mnking the part greater than 
the whole; in our contacts with people we judge 
by external features rather than by the total per- 
sonality of the person. 

' The object of gestalt psychology is to teach us 
not to be taken in by external appearances but to 
find the real nature of the whole — be It society, 
people, or animals and nature. The gestalllsts claim 
that behaviour is a function of both the person and 
the environment, which includes other people, the 
social and economic system under which they live, 
and the cultural compulsive, or that heritage ot 
civilization, tradition, etc., that acts in any section 
of society. 

They have Introduced the . fourth dimension of 
time into psychology and shown that the develop- 
ing child is only a process in what is commonly 
called experience, or in psychological terms,— life 
under cleavage and tension. And following up on 
their theories, wc gel the rather startling concept 
that the whole consists of not only the figure or 
person but his background as well. 

Thus if you say "John Smith", you are referring 
to his appearance, clothes and featwesTand manners; 
his whole past life; the furthest extent of his thought, 
called his psychological life— space, which includes 
both his conscious memories as well as those at 
present beyond recall. Each person therefore be- 
comes of immense signific.nnce and the possibilities 
of individual expansion seem unlimited. And since 
no man has been a hermit from birth, you are as 
much involved in his life as he in yours, and your 
part of society is as much to blame for the evils 
thot beset the world as his part, although by logic 
and propaganda following self-interest, the other 
group or nation may appear to be guilty. 

This psychology fits In very well with the world 
of today wherein only 66 hours separate the two 
furthest points on the earth. It becomes rather silly 
to see all the little nations scrapping in a world 
which has become so small; and where no nation is 
free of the guilt of another nation. Today in United 
States, Kurt Lewin, whose psychology has tried to 
get rid once and for all of the soul and spirit and 
other supernatural entities that enter into older 
psychology and set up a duality between some never- 
seen thing called spirit and the more weighty mat- 
ter, is working wfth children brought up under 
Nazlism. and showing how to rechange them Into 
healthy democratic citizens. 

An example from outside the clinic also comes 
to mind. When the hillbillies of Kentucky first 
came down to Detroit and other industrial areas and 
in a week made more money than they had pre- 
viously seen in a year, the Black Legion and Ku 
Khix Klan enrolled them into their ranks. It told 
them that Negroes and Jews wanted to come In 
and take away their jobs and newly earned wealth, 
and they the 100% Americans must resist the in- 
roads of these foreigners and inferiors. Later, the 
CIO sent in organizers Into these areas and out of 
these same fascists made good material for trade- 
unionism. And it was to their militant spirit that 
the CIO sit down strikes owe much of their suc- 
cess in the years of 1936 and "37, and which today 
is behind the gears and levers in the arsenals of 
the war. 

Again and again psychology demonstrates wha\ 
every other science docs too— that which provides 
or appears to provide a man with his security, not 
only financial, but a feeling of belongingnest, that 
movement or idea will gain his devotion. These 
two things are here called freedom from want and 
freedom from fear; until they apply everywhere 
in the world, no country will have them. The 
Americans are today heading in tho direction of 
running the whole world, South America to the 
new Japanese Empire which tJÎey will acquire, and 
thereby getting prosperity for themselves and hand- 
outs to the rest of the world, India, China, Europe 
and Africa. It won't In.st. 

The world is an entity, a unity, a whole. Letting 
one part starve poisons the whole system. It !s 
very strange that those who yell loudest about 
punishing Germany are the ones who want to take 
away the arms from the resistance and underground 
movements and prevent them from carrying out 
justice on their own collaborators. Geriïiany is the 
industrial heart of Europe. The whole of Europe 
must be organized on a single rational plan. It is

Astronomy 
For Everybody

9. THINGS IN GENERAL 



One thing astronomy teaches is 
a respect for e.\act measurement. 
The distances involved are so huge 
that what are regarded as permis- 
sable errors in a laboratory would 
cause great trouble if they cropped 
up in observations of the stars. 

For instance: When the man says 
"Dominion Observatory time signal, 
the beginning of the long dash 
marks one o'clock," did you know 
that the time signal is accurate to 
one onehundredth of a second? 

The method of checking the clock 
is rather interesting. The Observa- 
tory containes a telescope which 
points directly along the meridian, 
the line in the sky from North to 
South. It can be moved up and down 
but not from East to West. Due to 
the rotation of the earth, stars pass 
by the view-field of the telescope 
every night. The time of passage 
of many stars has been calculated 
and tabulated for each day in the 
year, and is published In the Nau- 
tical Almanac and other similar 
books. 

When the astronomer observes 
the meridian passage ot the star, 
the lense of his telescope has on It 
hairlines parallel to the meridian. 



He pushes a button as the star 

cros.^cs each hairline. There is. in 
a nearby room, a revolving squar- 
ed-papcr-covcrcd drum so arrang- 
ed that a fixed penpoint makes a 
spiral trail on tbe paper. When the 
button is pressed, the pen makes a 
mark on the part of the paper op- 
posite it. The drum is synchronized 
with the clock and hence, when the 
paper Is removed, the position of 
the pen-marks gives the time by 
the clock when the star transited. 
Comparing this with the calculated 
time gives the adjustment to be 
made. Several readings arc made 
each clear night, and the clock is 
so carefully built that the adjust- 
ment each night is never more than 
one one-hundredth of a second. 

The vastness of space in com- 
parison with the total volume of 
all the stars in our galaxy Is best 
illustrated by the story of dusi. In 
our spiral nebula we find matter 
in the space between the stars. This 
dust Is very fine; in fact, it consists 
of five or six atoms floating around 
in every cubic foot of otherwise 
empty space, but the distances be- 
tween stars are so great that these 
few atoms total more than the 
entir e mass of the stars!

many students took advantage of its opportunities. 

Reports were compiled by ihc central o//icc through the res- 
pective collepc representatives on such subjcts as initiation of 
freshmen and rulings on compulsorg attendance at lectures. 5imilari< 
ties and differences in the Darious egatems were noted, and recom- 
mendations were made to university authorities based on the /tnd<

FINANCIAL BENEFITS 

Further benefits procured for students throujjh the mediation 
0/ the NJ^.C.lf.S. executive were primarlly relating to student finan- 
cial problems. One of these was to secure for droniatlc clutjs (he 
reduction of royally cliarges, previously too high on most produc- 
tions, to the so-called "irreducible minimum" o//cred by publishers. 
Another was the agreement with A. C. Spaldino & Co., which ob- 
faincd for N.F.C.U.S, members all athletic goods at 33-I/% dealer's 
discount Reduction of railway fares for students trauelHng durinp 
the Christmas holidays was brought about by the organization. 

The transformation of student interests to fields far wider than 
those with which the orcanijafion origiiSaltg concerned itself has 
given rise to the conuiction, after jive years of war, that the N.F. 
C.UA, or o similar bodj/, is à necessitg for the uniuersitv students 
oj today who intend to take their places in post-war fields.
